THIS CUMULATIVE INDEX for the Annals of Iowa, volumes 51-60 
(Summer 1991-Fall 2001), is the fifth cumulative index published for 
the journal's current series. The first index covered volumes 1-8 of the 
third series (April 1893-January 1909); the second volumes 9-16 (April 
1909-April 1929); the third volumes 17-28 (July 1929—April 1947); and 
the fourth volumes 29-50 (July 1947-Spring 1991). Copies of the last 
two are still available and may be purchased from the State Historical 
Society (likewise the one for the first series, 1863-1874). 

This index compiles the annual indexes at the end of each volume. 
(There is no separate index for volume 60; it is folded into this cumu- 
lative index.) Articles are indexed by title, author, and subject, and in- 
dividual names and subjects in the text of the articles are thoroughly 
indexed. Book reviews are indexed by title, author, and reviewer, but 
only one of those elements is indexed at each entry. The text of the re- 
views themselves is not indexed, nor are the books reviewed indexed 
by subject. For example, there are two books on Herbert Hoover under 
alphabetical entries for “Herbert,” but they are not listed under Hoover, 
Herbert. We assume that there are other means of access to published 
books. 

Alphabetization is word by word, with personal names first, then 
places, then things. We have, however, been flexible where strict adher- 
ence to the rule would have been confusing. Names beginning with 
“Mc” are alphabetized as if they were spelled “Mac.” For example:

Page numbers are separated by commas, subheads by semicolons. 
Numbers preceding colons indicate volume numbers. Thus “51:133- 
34, 139” means pages 133 through 134 and page 139 in volume 51. 

Institutions with Iowa in the title have generally been indexed 
under the term that relates to their function unless Iowa is so much a 
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part of the institution’s identity that one would not think of looking 
elsewhere for it. Thus, for example, you will find Banker’s Association, 


Iowa, but Iowa State Fair.
